President . Will Collaborate 
With Taft on Conditions 
in Panama. 








WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—One of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's last official acts before 
abandoning the reins of government will 
be to send a message to Congress on the 
Panama Canal, administsation leaders 
here say. It is likely that he and Pres- 
ident-elect Taft will arrange a meeting 
ir February to discuss the results of 
the latter’s investigation on the Isth- 
mus. 


Although the President made it clear 
tofay that Taft’s inspection is merely a 
jrecautionary measure, it is no secret 
that he has become restless under re- 
cent criticism. 

When the President and Judge Taft 
meet they will plan for a change of pol- 
icy if any is necessary.

As 
a result of the committee’s obstruc- 
tions, the prices of the bridges were 
raised beyond all reason and the 
charge now is that the committeemen 
accepted bribes to block the raherwd pur- 
chases. 

All ihe. informations wore. swern. to 
by Lensard De Wolf, secretary of the 
Voters’ League and formerly a politi- 
cal writer on a local paper. 

Robert. Wilson, superiniendent of the 
Municipal League of Scranton, Pa., is 
described as ‘“‘The man behind the 
gun.” Mr. Wilson, assisted by a corps 
of private detectives, which he brought 
to this city from Scranton,~ gathered 
tne evidence against the defendants. 

It is explained that as a result the 
entire matter was snyomigated without 
publicity. 

The Pittsburg police were not con- 
sulted until yesterday, when it was de- 
cided to make the arrests, Then .Mayor 
Guthrie, Director of Pubiic Safety 
Lang, Superintendent ‘of “Police Mc-

Heavier-Than-Air Craft Will 
Sent Skyward There 
Saturday. 
East St. Louis is‘ going in for airships 
instead of taxicabs. And it is going to 
be an East St. Louis invented and pat- 


ented craft. It will be jnflated Christ- 
mas day in Athletic Park, where a spe- 
cial gas plant and aerdrome have been 
built to facilitate airshipping. 

The inventor of the airship is W. J. 
Smith, a member of Smith Bros. & 
Sparks Commission Co. He has had 
the airship built by the Berry Automo- 
bile Co. of St. Louis. 

Although it is a heavier than air de- 

vice the craft will have a gas bag 6 
feet long and 22 feet in diameter. The 
lifting -power of the gas bag will not, 
however, be sufficient to raise the air- 
ship and its load from the ground.

The first test was made with ordi- 
nary sulphur matches. Foskett lighted 
half a dozen, one after fhe other, hold- 
‘ing them with one hand so close to the 
‘fingers of the other that the flames 
‘curled around them. He then lighted 
| the lamp and held his hands above the 
‘wick, while the flamer curled over 
‘them and the soot completely blackened 
them. 

From one of these'tests to another 
Foskett went, while the scientists held 
their breath and watched every motion, 
until he came to the climax. He poured 
a quart of alcohol into the basin, 
lighted, it and then washed his hands. 
bathing them for neariy ten minutes in 
the burning fluid, washing it up over 
his .arms-and to his face—literally bathb- 
ing himself in blazing alcohot That 
completed the tests.for Saturday. 

No Sign of Burns. 

As soon as it was finished the phy- 
sicians present examined Foskett, and 
they could find not the slightest trace 
of a burn or blister. Foskett told them 
the flames did not give him the slight- 
est sensation of burning, that he felt 
comfortably warm and pleasant, and 
nothing more, 

The second tests were made at the 
home of Prof. James, in Cambridge, and 
under the same conditions as the day 
before. Considerable mystery is thrown 
about them. Mr. Hall said they were 
so startling that he did not care to 
discuss them until they had been tried 
again. Another scientist who was there 
said that Foskett performed all of his 
experiments of the day before, and then 
“absolutely and positively dematerial- 
ized.”’ 

“He seemed to dissolve into thin air 
as we watched him; was gone 41 sec- 
onds and then materialized. It was 
so startling that we, I am afraid, lost 
sight of the test conditions, and we have 
asked him to appear before us again. 
It seems unbelievable. We hardly know 
what to think of it.” 

Prof. James refuses to talk about the 
tests. 

According to those who were present, 
Foskett seems in a passive state during 
the tests, and he says he thinks of 
nothing in particular. Those who exam- 
ined him discredit the hypnotic theory. 
They believe he has some ‘latent psychic 
force that never has been studied.

Concerning this problem we have no better 
guide for the future than the experience of the 
past. The Terminal Association has entered into 
solemn compacts with the municipality on several 
oceasions., How ,has it observed its agreements? 
Here are three illustrations: 

Broken Promise No. 1.—Ordinance 15,- 
989, which authorized the construction . of 
the Union Depot, vacated twenty public 
streets and alleys to the Terminal, Railroad. 
It was expressly provided in Section 6 that 
“the northern front line of said Union De- 
pot building .shall be at least forty feet south 
of the present south line of Market Street.” 
The ordinance was accepted by the Terminal 
Railroad on that agreement, but no attention 
was paid to the restriction. In comparison 
with some others this was a small grab, only 
40,000 square feet, but it forever prevented 
the widening of Market street. 

Broken Promise No. 2.—In the ordinance 
NO. 15,989 establishing the Union De- 
pot and wherein the City vacated 300,000 
square feet of public thoroughfares 
without compensgtion, it was provided in 
Section 7: | “Said Terminal Railroad 
hereby agrées that should the City 
of St. Louis.at any time prot by ordinance 


for the building..of a bridge over Clark| 


Avenue between Eighteenth and Twentieth 
Streets, the said Terminal Railroad shall 
pay into the City Treasury, as part payment 
for the construction of said bridge, the sum 
of $150,000." The ordinance was accepted 
by the Terminal Railroad with that agree- 
ment. The Ofty by erdinance provided for 
the building of the bridge. The Terminal 
Railroad refused to pay the $150,000 and 
when the City sued for the money, the case 
was lost. on a technicality. Thus a great 
east and west thoroughfare was permanently 
lost to the City. ) 

Broken Promise No. 8.—Ordinance No. 
14,078 granted to the St. Louis Merchants 
Bridge Terminal Railway Company the right 
to lay its tracks along five miles of public 
streets. It was supposed that this grant 
would bring real competition to St. Louis 
commerce. But the original owners soon 
sold out to the Terminal Railroad. Section 
G provided that the railway ‘should receivc 
from any railroad, firm, person or corpora- 
tion, any and all cars loaded and deliver the 


‘ same, including the return of the empty cars 


free, for which service it shall charge not 
to. exceed $1 for each car.’’ The ordinance 


ment. But it has never charged less than 
$2 per car for its switching and on soft coal, 
‘the one article that it carries which is used 
by every family in St. Louis, rich or poor, 
the charge has been much higher. Thus 
promised competition was er into ex- 
tortion. 

These are only a few ingtances of bad faith on 


the part of the Terminal -Association.. Others 
might be cited of almost as much importance. 
Under such circumstances what difference does it 
make whether the. trust promises much or little 
by way .of payment | for the ‘privileges which it 
now demands? Is there: any, prospect whatever 
‘come it will observe its agreement? 
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MR. CARNEGIE’S GREAT TRUTH. 

Andrew Carnegie uttered a solemn truth before 
the Ways and Mtans Committee: “The more fig- 
ures you get,” said he, “the more you will be be- 
fogged. I don’t judge by figures given by inter- 
ested parties. I judge by results.” 

Any economic lie can be proved truth by statis- 
tics manipulated by “interested parties,” and yet 
Congress has for years relied almost wholly for 
instruction on economic: proposals. on persons 
who present statistics undoubtedly prepared to 
sipport the interest of the witnesses. 

The facts of American industry are accessible 
and can be collected and sifted by any man -f: 
good intelligence and education. Why does not 
Congress resort to evidence which can be pro- 
duced by parties not personally interested? In- 
dustrial questions will never be wisely and justly. 
treated in this country until Congress sends “in- 
terested parties’’ about their business, and, in 
an honest, common-sense fashion, collects the ac- 
tual facts and sees to it that they are not dis- 
torted by men specizclly gifted to make the worse 
appear the better reason. 

There is one fact, furthermore;- which no} 
sophistry and no figures can overcome and that 
is this: All people cannot be taxed for the benefit 
of some people to the advantage of everybody.
